OBITUARY. 


PROF. LYMAN H. ATWATER, OF PRINCETON 
COLLEGE. 

New Tonk. Feb. 17.—[Special.}—The Rev. 
Lyman H. Atwater, D. D., LL.D., Professor 
of Logic and Moral and Political Science in 
Princeton College, and senior Professor in 
the college, died at his residence in that 
city this morning after an iliness of four 
months. Prof. Atwater was born on Feb. 23, 
1818, at Cedar Hill, since incorporated into the 
City of New Haven, Conn. He was descended 
from genuine Puritan stock. At the age ot 12 
be entered Yale College, and was grad- 
uated in the year 1831, at the age of 18, 
with the second honors in a class of 
eighty-one members. He spent the year follow- 
ing his graduation as head of the Classical De- 
partment of Mount Hope Institute, Baltimore. 
He then returned to New Haven, and entered 
the Yale Tneological Seminary. At the end of 
his tirst year in the seminary he de- 
came Tutor of Mathematics in Yale College. 
In 1835 ne became pastor of the First Church in 
Fairfield, Conn. In this responsible charge, 
which had among its members such men as 
Roger Minot Sherman, he continued between 
nineteen and twenty years. While a 
tutor in college de had published 
articles in quarterly reviews, the American 
Quarterly Observer, and the Christian Spectator, 
which had attracted attention and given bim a 
reputation. At the annual commencement of 
Princeton College in June, 1854, he was appoint- 
ed to the newly-established Chair of Mental and 
Moral Philosophy, a position which he accepted, 
entering upon its duties in October, 1854. 
In 1862 Dr. Atwater conceived the plan, and at 
the urgeot request of the friends and guardians 
of the college undertook the work of securing a 
permanent endowment of $100,000, and suc- 
ceeded in procuring within a year near- 
ly $140,000. This wus the inning 
of any adequate endowment of productive 
funds for the college. In 1861 he was appointed 
to the lectureship extraordinary in the theo- 
logical seminary at Princeton. The Gen- 
eral Assembiy in 1869 made dim a 
member of the jaint committee which r- 
fected the basis of union upon wich 
the Old and New School branches of the Presby- 
teriaa Church were reunited. Since 1869 be had 
been Professor of Logic, Metapbysica, Ethics, 
Economics, and Political Science. Since 
1876 Dr. Atwater had been Vice-Pres- 
ident of the oard of Trustees of 
Princeton Theological Seminary. In 1869 
Dr. Atwater became the real and responsible 
editor of the Princeton Review. A word should 
de said of the high esteem and affection in 
which Prof. Atwater was heid by all the 
alumni and students of Princeton College. 
Hie eminent fairness and  kiudness of 
beart made bim the member of 
that faculty above all others to whom a student 
in trouble would for advice and counsel. 
These were given with all sincerity, and if the 
right way out of the trouble was also the most 
unpleasant be nevertheless failed not to recom- 
mend a strict adherence to the path of duty.

TWO DETECTIVES SHOT WHILE TRYING TO 
ARREST A BURGLAR. 

New York, Feb. 17.—{Special.)—An alarm 
was sent from police headquarters last night 
instructing the police in all the precincts to 
search for Robert Monroe, a burgiar and ex- 
convict, whose photo is in the rogues’ 
gallery.

EXTRAORDINARY PREPARATIONS FOR THE 
_ CORONATION, 

Lonpon, Feb. 17.— [Special Cable. ] - At Moscow 
the preparations for the coronation of the Czar 
are proceeding on a scale of magnificence.

THOMAS ON WAGNER. 


An Epoch in the History of Musie Closed 
by the Composer’s Death. 

[New York Tribune, Feb. 15.)—In an in- 
formal conversation yesterday afternoon 
about Waguer and his rank among compos- 
ers, Theodore Thomas said 

» Wagner is dead, and with him ends the 
longest fight which the history of music 
shows. Gluck's fights were perhaps as se- 
vere, but were not of the game proportion or 
duration. Gluck was ahead of his time, and 
he was not strong enough as a musician to 
make his influence lasting, He had a passing 
jufluence upon Mozart, but little beyond that. 
We must look upon Wagner as the 
Gluck of the nineteenth century. Both men 
had the same aim, although Wagner was the 
greater musician. They have often been 
compared, and justly so, as their creations 
have to be judged from the same point of 
view. Music to both was only means to an 
end, not the end itself, as it was with Mo- 
zart, Beethoven, and Weber; and this is the 
reason why both Gluck and Wagner were 
not understood by conservative musicians, 

“To musicians who have taken an active 
part in the musical growth of the last thirty 
years Wagner’s death is an event of the 
greatest interest. It closes an epoch in the 
history of music. Thirty years ago, Spohr 
with Mendelssohn and his followers had 
sway, and the influences were against 
the understanding of Beethoven. This 
understanding afterwards came, and 
Mendelssohn and Spohr were assigned their 
places in history. Now again, while no one 
thinks of ranking these men with Beethoven, 
there is a considerable faction whose intense 
admiration for Wagner leads them to look 
upon Beethoven as antiquated. Schu- 
bert, the greatest musical genius who 
ever lived, has also come to be 
appreciated during this period. When 
I speak of him in those terms I mean 
that everything the man touched became 
musie without labor. He is the greatest 
melodist, not excepting Rossini. Schumann 
has also had his influence and his followers. 
Then there was the vexatious ques- 
tion of Liszt and Wagner. This was 
partially decided when Liszt stopped 
creating, thus allowing the present 
generation to decide upon his rank 
during his life. A few years more will prob- 
ably decide Waaner’s place, which could not 
be decided so long as he was alive. As for 
Berlioz, bis influence has been very limited. 
Certainly it is not to be compared with that 
of any of those enumerated above; but it 
has probably been all that his talents entitled 


him to. 

“It is too soon yet to decide Wagner's 
rank as a composer. As I have said, a few 
years may enable it to be done. It is certain 
now that he has been underrated by his op- 

ynents, and it may turn out that he has 

en overrated by his supporters. if any one 
has doubts as to his real greatness, let him 
look at the present répertoire of the opera- 
houses of the world, and at the void he leaves 
behind him. 1 think he reached his hight in 
the Ring of the Nibelung,’ which he was 
not able to maintain in Parsifal.“ We snail 
probably see good results in the influence of 
his theories on the rising composers of Italy 
as well as Germany. | 

‘“*While I never met Wagner I have had at 
times a lively correspondence with him. and 
have now in my possession many of his let- 
ters. I look back with much satisfaction to 
the formation of the first Wagner Verein’ 
in this country in 1872, which I with my or- 
chestra organized at that time, and which 
enabled us to give material aid to the first 
performance of the Nibelungen Ring’ at 
Bayreuth. This service he ape a me ac- 
knowledged in one of the letters alluded to.”

ALLEGED CORRUPTION AT SPRINGFIELD. 
A statement has been brought up from 
Springfield from a source entitled to con- 
sideration to the effect that the liquor league 
has sent a corruption fund to Springfield to 
be used to defeat the general desire fora 
high-license law. The sum already placed 
in the hands of agents for this corrupt pur- 
pose is stated to be $15,000, but it may be en- 
larged if necessary to much more forml- 
dable proportions. There are about 14,000 
saloons in the State, and an Assessment of $1 
a week could be made to produce $100,000 
before the Legisiature adjourns, It is under- 
stood to be the tactics of the saloonkeepers’ 
lobby to purchase outright a sufficient num- 
ber of legislators to insure the defeat of any 
legislation on this subject. If the liqnor- 
dealers and saloonkeepers have started in to 
kill off high license by this means, 
what is now a mere rumor will become a 
matter of notoriety betore long, and members 
of the Legislature who are willing to sell 
their votes for a few hundred dollars may as 
well prepare for an investigation and ex- 
posure. Such a scandal will be not merely a 
disgrace to the State but the political damna- 
tion of every man who accepts the grog- 
venders’ bribe and of the party or faction 
under whose auspices the immunity of 
saloons from taxation shall be purchased by 
the saloonkeepers’ money. 

The opposition tothe high-license move- 
ment seems to be partly partisan and partly 
mercenary. * 

In a partisan way there is an effort at 
Springfield to make the high-license move- 
ment appear as a Republican measure, 
and thereby create Democratic antagonism, 
without regard to the merits of the 
question. Democrats who shall oppose 
the movement on this ground will 
discover their mistake when too late to cor- 
rect it. The demand for a uniform license 
system emanates from the people without 
regard to party. It is based upon a popular 
desire that the number ot saloons shall be 
confined to the actual necessities or con- 
venience of the drinking classes, that id le- 
ness and drunkenness shall be restrained in 
proportion, and that the saloons shall pay a 
proper share of the extra expenses which 
they impose upon local communities, There 
is nothing partisan or sentimental about the 
proposition: itis economic and social in all 
its aspects. Its merits and its supporters are 
of a kind to demand both Democratic and 
Republican votes in the Legislature. 

Of one thing members may be sure: they 
will not be permitted to skulk behind parti- 
san pretense as a cover for any corruption 
which may be used in defeating high license. 
it is said that a sudden and mysterious 
change of opinion has been noted during the 
last week on the part of a score of members, 
mostly Democratic, who were disposed to 
favor high license at first. If these meinbers 
shall persist in their opposition they may ex- 
pect diligent inquiry as to the ‘new light’! 
which has been brought to bear upon them. 
rof the Legisla- 
ture who sets his face against high license 
will be subjected to the suspicion of having 
been bribed, if it is a fact that a bribery fund 
has been contributed to & feat the movement. 

The liquor league of this State is very 
shortsighted in making up a fund to beat the 
$500 license bill, for defeat this winter will 
surely lead to a successful agitation for a 
$1,000 license hereafter. If it,shall prove 
that the proposition to establish a uniform 
license of $500 was defeated by corrupt 
means, popular indignation throughout the 
State will demand a license fee of double 
that amount and will organize for the elec- 
tion of men next time who cannot be bribed. 
It may be possible for the saloonkeepers by 
the liberal use of money to prevent any ac- 
tion this winter, but they will pay dearly for 
the postponement. 

THE YEAR OF DISASTER. 

Horror crowds upon horror in this year of 
disaster, the last fearful calamity being the 
drowning of seventy miners and the flooding 
of the coal-mine at Diamond, near Braid- 
wood, in this State. Fortunately, neither 
the owners nor the managers of the mine can 
be held responsible for thé accident. There 
was no neglect of the ordinary precautions 
for the safety of life, and the disaster was 
clearly of that class which cannot be averted 
by human foresight. This, however, is little 
consolation for those who have suffered so 
terribly, for the little village of Diamond 
was made up entirely of miners, into whose 
homes affliction of no ordinary kind has 
come. The poor women and children left 
without protection and support will long 
feel the terrible force of this sudden blow, 
and their pitiable condition calls for prompt 
and generous assistance from the charitable. 

Although the year is not yet two months 
old it has been crowded with fearful calami- 
sies at home and abroad, entailing not only 
immense loss of property, but great destruc- 
tion of human life. January was a month 
of floods in Europe. The Rhine rose to a 
hight it had not reached before in centuries, 
and the same phenomenon happened in the 
Valleys of the Danube, the Rhone, the Po, 
the Scheldt, and the Loire. The amount of. 
property and the area of crops destroyed were 
unprecedented. Thousands of families were 
rendered homeless, and lost all they had in 
the world, while in Germany and Hungary 
fully one hundred and fifty people were 
drowned, The world was ealled upon for 
help, and had not ceased responding when 
similar floods in this country—in the Valleys 
ot the Ohio, the Allegheny, and the Monon- 
i vn case ents ae of the freshets

The floods have caused but small damage 
to human life compared with other calami- 
ties; indeed, the loss of life by these inunda- 
tions has been remarkably small. About 150 
persons were drowned in Germany and ilun- 
gary, and 35 in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, 
and Kentucky, to which must be added the 
74 untortunates at Braidwood. Disasters of 
other kinds have followed each other in 
rapid succession, as will be seen by the fol- 
lowing list: Jan. 2, sinking of a ferry-boat in 
North Carolina, and an exactly similar accl- 
dent in Germany, 58 lives; Jan. 6, sſuking of 
the steamer City of Brussels in Liverpool 
harbor, 12; Jan. 9, mine explosion in Coult- 
erville, III., 10; Jan, 10, burning of the New- 
hall House, Milwaukee, 82; Jan. 14, burning 
of the circus in Poland, :; Jan. 19, explo- 
sion in a powder-mill in Holland, 40; a simi- 
lar explosion at Point Clement, Cal., 30; Jan. 
20, the disaster on the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road, 20, and on the same day the sinking of 
the Cimbria in the German Ocean, 434; Jan. 
23, by drowning in a New South Wales mine, 
22; Jan. 30, snowslide in Colorado, 19; Feb. 
1, panic in a Bombay wool-factory, 23; Feb. 
9, boiler explosion at @aylorville, III., 7; 
Feb. 15, sewer-gas explosion in Cincinnati, 5. 
Adding to these the victims by the floods, 
we have as the result of only the larger dis- 
asters a loss of 1,284 lives during the last six 
weeks! What the loss of property has been 
itis impossible to estimate. It mounts up 
into the millions. Taking the conflagrations 
in this country alone, where the reported 
damage was over $100,000, the total losses 
during January were $5,116,000, and for the 
month of February to date $1,458,000 must 
be added. 

How far these terrible casualties can be 
prevented is certainly a fitting subject for 
the study of our social science or physical 
science associations. Some of those above 
enumerated, like the burning of the New- 
hall House, the sinking of the Cimbria, and 
the horrible holocaust in Poland, could have 
been prevented had the most ordinary pre- 
cautions for the safety of human life been 
observed, but the destruction caused by the 
great convulsions of Nature is another mat- 
ter, tor Nature's forces when once set in mo- 
tion upon their destructive courses are of 
Titanic energy: but it may be fairly ques- 
tioned whether they are not assisted by hu- 
man rashness and ignorance. The Balti- 
more American throws out a suggestion in 
this connection which is to the point. It 
says: 7 

The protection of citles against floods on con- 
tlcuous streams cannot be secured by municipal 
ordinance, and ecarcely by State action. The 
trouble at Cincinnati today has its source in 
West Virginia and Western Pennsylvania and 
New York. The floods are loosed by the de- 
struction of the forests io the mountains, 
where the feeders of the rivers rise. In the 
last twenty years the petroleum industry has re- 
sulted in thé obliterauon of the forests along 
the Allegheny, and those bordering on the Mo- 
nongahela have been similarly de:uded. Con- 
sequently the bed of every mountain stream is 
turned into a gutter, along which rains and 
melted snow rush precipitately to the lower 
leveis. This is an evil which bas already grown 
formidable, and its proportions are rapidiy in- 
creasing. The only way to arrest it is by 


adoption of a comprebensive forestry system, 
either by inter-State codperation or Federal 


' action. 


There is matter in the above extract which 
is worthy of serious consideration. If the 
stripping of the Allis of their tree-growths 
exposes the valleys to increased devastation, 


| the experience ot this winter certainly ought 


to be an incentive to a thorough investiga- 
tion of the subject, and to the adoption of 
measures calculated to restore the old safe 
guards. 


REMODELING THE CITY LEGISLATURE. 

A well-known citizen of Chicago, who has 
at times taken part in the various move- 
ments for the reform of municipal abuses, 
writes to Tuer Tm to suggest the 
agitation of an Upper House,” or Senate, 
as a codrdinate branch of the City Council. 
His theory—and it is entertained by a good 
many others—is that the veto or check which 
such a body would exercise over the Council 
as now constituted would furnish protec- 
tion against the trickery, bribery, and cor- 
ruption incident to the present system of 
city government. He is of opinion that the 
Upper llouse,” if elected, should be chosen 
for a longer term than that which Alder- 
men serve, but personally he would prefer 
that the members of the Council (the other 
house being known as the Board of Alder- 
men) should be appointed by the Governor 
upon recommendation of the Judges. This 
gentleman desires Tur Trinune to discuss 
the subject. 

The plan seems to be altogether impracti- 
cable even if it were desirable. The City of 
Chicago is organized under the General In- 
corporation act, and it would be necessary 
to amend that law in order to bring about the 
change. Such an effort would be resisted by 
the numerous cities and villages which de- 
rive their authority from the same act and do 
not want a double Council. Therelief which 
the New York State Legislature provided for 
the City of New York was obtained in the 
absence of any constitutional prohibition of 
special legislation, and Chicago forfeited 
many opportunities and resources when it 
abandoned its special charter with the ef- 
fective coiiperation of the ballot-box stuffers. 
The country members of the Legislature, re- 
strained by the opposition which such a 
scheme would encounter from many con- 
stituencies throughout the State, would 
probably refuse even the consideration of 
a proposition to amend the law in the manner 
which would be necessary. 

Moreover, it may well be doubted whether 
the scheme would provide the relief which 
our correspondent suggests. If the Upper 
Council were elected by the city at large 
(and there is not much hope that any other 
process of selection could be secured), it 
would be composed most of the time of ma- 
terial quite as objectionable as that making 
up the Board of Aldermen. A good erite- 
rion for its probable character may be found 
in the average calibre of the County Board 
of Cook County. Two-thirds of the County 
Commissioners are chosen by the city at 
large, and for the long term of three years. 
Has that proved to be a guarantee of integ- 
rity, ability, and watehfulness? Would such 
a lot of bummers as the Democrats electad 
to represent the city in the County Board 
last fall inspire any sense of security in the 
taxpayers if chosen to supervise the 
present Council? As a matter of fact 
the danger of corruption in the City 
Legislature would be increased whenever 
the bummer and rabble element should 
carry the city election, as it often suc- 
ceéds in doing. In the Board of Aldermen, 
elected by wards, the various political divis- 
ions of the city choose representatives, as a 
rule, who reflect the character of @ majority 
of the population. Wards like the First, 
Third, Fourth, Eleventh, Twelfth, and Eight- 
eenth may, though they do not always, elect 
first-class men, while wards like the Second, 
Fifth. Seventh, Eighth, and Fourteenth are 
apt to send men to the Council who ought to 
be earning an honest living in some other 
pursuit. At all events, there is now always a 
chance that respectable neighborhoods may 
choose respectable representatives in the 
Council. But the election of one House in 
the City Legisiature by general vote wou 
always hold out the menace of a bummer and 
blackmail! Council, and in that case the field

| riages are growing more and more sterile in 


an encroachment upon the principle of 
“home rule” and representative govern- 
ment that there is not the slightest hope for 
such a plan. If it were possible to obtain 
the privilege of electing a second House In 
the Council by the votes of taxpayers, and to 
clothe that body with a veto power upon ap- 
propriations and all bills affecting prop- 
erty-rights, some good might come of it. But 
the doctrine of “universal suffrage” is cher- 
ished so tenderly by the masses, and espe- 
cially by that class of small politicians who 
are noisy and active iu local elections, that 
there is small hope for giving the taxpayers 
any special supervision over the disburse- 
ment of their money. The mob dances, 
while the taxpayers pay the fiddler, and it is 
an arrangement which the voters who pay 
no taxes enjoy too much to surrender will- 


ingly. — 

OVERPOPULATION OF THE WORLD. 

The English social economists are busily 
debating the inaugural address of the new 
President of the Statistical Society of Lon- 
den, Robert Giffen, who is also a member of 
the British Board of Trade, in which he is 
Chief of the Statistical Department. The 
subject of his address was the growth of the 
human race, which to him appears so tre- 
mendous and alarming that he is confident 
the time will come, and that before long, 
when there will be more people than the 
earth can feed, which involves the dreadful 
contingency that multitudes must perish by 
starvation. In the discussion of his subject, 
Mr. Giffen called attention to the growth of 
population in Great Britain, Germany, Rus- 
sia, and other countries, and the rapid en- 
croachment it has made upon the agricufi- 
ural resources of these countries. In India 
this growth is trenching so rapidly upon the 
means of subsistence that it will not be long 
before the limits of production are passed, 
and millions must be kept alive withont land 
or the means of living, or the possibility of 
being employed as laborers. 

The growth of the United States is the 
most alarming feature of Mr. Giffen’s calcu- 
lations, especially as it affects Europe. He 
finds that our population has muitiplied it- 
self sixteen times in a century. At the same 
rate of inerease for another twenty-five years 
he estimates the population at 100,000,000; in 
fifty years, 200,000,000; In seventy-five years, 
400,000,000; and at the end of another centu- 
ry, 800,000,000, In addition to the 50,000,000 
people now supported in the United States, 
he finds that our exports of provisions and 
breadstuffs per annum are equivalent to the 
support of 10,000,000 more in Europe, or 
twenty times the number supported a centu- 
ry ago, while all told there aye 70,000,000 of 
European population, or one-fourth of the 
population of Europe, supported by the 
products of newly-opened regions. Such a 
rate of increase he does not believe is possi- 
ble in the next century unless the power of 
the human race to produce food from the 
soil is enormously increased. The results of 
a!l this he states as follows: 


The bare statement of such figures appears to 
me quite enough to indicate that the present 
economic circumetances of the Europeun fami- 
ly of nations, including the United States as an 
offshoot and part of the family, are not likely to 
continue for more than a generation or two. 
We are within measurable distance of very 
great changes. No doubt there are other new 
lauds—in Australia, in Canada, at the Cape, and 
elsewbere—which Will be more or less availabie 
in the future; bul, singly, the United States is 
so much the larger field that the influence of 
these other new lande need not be considered. 
Assuming the United States to possess only half 
the area of new country availabie for the Suro 
pean races, a single doubling of the population, 
after the United States has been filled up—the 
work of a generation or two—would absorb ail 
these other new lands. Their existence only 
postpones the date when they wil all be in the 
posiuon calculated for America alone at the end 
of a century by thirty years or so. In the 
course of a century, then, we may affirm that 
the present economic circumstances of the 
European races which make possible an indefi- 
nit expansion of the numbers of the people, 
coupled with an increase of their consuming 
power, will have entirely changed. 


Mr. Giffen pursues his estimates still fur- 
ther, and finds that the wholly unoccupied 
portion of the available territory of the 
United States, by which we presume he 
means the food-producing territory, is al- 
ready reduced to very small dimensions, and 
that the time is very near when the present 
expansion must cease. “Whatever way we 
look at the matter, then,“ he says, “it seems 
certain that in twenty-five years’ time, and 
probably before that date, the limitation of 
area in the United States will be felt. There 
will no longer be vast tracts of virgin land 
for the settler. The whole available area 
will be peopled agriculturally as the Eastern 
States are now peopled.” Such is a brief 
summary ot Mr. Giffen’s address. ¢ 

The force of his statistics is not to be de- 
nied, and he is unquestionably correct in his 
speculations as to the speedy limitations of 
our area of food-products from the soil, for 
already the waves of emigration are cover- 
ing our agricultural area, and beyond that, 
west of a line running south through the 
centre of Dakota, the country is only fit for 
grazing. There are points kindred to this 
question of the increase of population, how- 
ever, which he did not consider, although 
they are important factors in the problem. 
He does not take into account the tremen- 
dous obstacles which war, famine, pestilence, 
epidemics, and the convulsions of Nature 
dy fire, flood, and field“ present to the in- 
crease of population, nor yet a still more po- 
tent influence which is doing much to keep 
down population and will do still more as 
time goes on, increasing its effect to diminish 
population with each generation. This in- 
fluence is to be found in the disinclination of 
people to have children in any considerable: 
numbers. As men grow rich, fashiona- 
ble, and educated, and dislike manual 
labor, their inclination is to keep the 
numbers of the family down, and this is still 
more true of women, with whom physical 
deterioration is a powerful obstacle. In the 
New England States the average number of 
children in the old families, for instance,was 
from six toten. Then it was from four to 
six, and a generation ago from three to four, 
while now the average is from naught to two, 
with the prejudicein favor of naught. The 
decline in the number of children is also 
true in New York, and wherever wealth is 
increasing and the dissipations of fashiona- 
ble life are succeeding to the old-fashioned 
rigorous ideas of social duty. “The begetting 
of children is no longer regarded as a re- 
ligious duty, as it was once; moreover, the 
influence of wealth, fashion, and luxury not 
only tends towards a positive disinclination 
on the part of the women to have children 
but increases the physical impossibilities. 
‘The same decrease in the number of children 
is observable in England and France. In 
England large families used to be the rule; 
now the average is only three or four, while 
in France-the average is but two to three, the 
same as in New England, and will soon be 
smaller, as the statistics show that mar-

States is the result of emigration. The in- 
crease of American families has little to do 
with it, as they are continually and steadily 
diminishing. Emigrants are poor men with 
large families, and so long as they remain 
poor it seems to be a religious duty with 
them to have children as fast as they can. 
Those children, however, will not have 
as many children as their parents. A8 
their circumstances improve the number 
will be diminished, and the signs of this 
are already apparent. Twenty years ago it 
was confidently estimated that the popula- 
tion ot the United States would reach 100,- 
000,000 at the end of the century. It is now 
estimated that it may be 85,000,000. Proba- 
bly it will not be over 80,000,000. When the 
area of agricultural production ig occupied 
emigration will fall off, and as the comforts 
of life increase the increase of population 
will also fali off; and wherever the comforts 
of life are followed by the luxuries it will 
substantially stop. Under such circum- 
stances there is hope that Mr. Giffen’s mel- 
ancholy prospect may not be realized, and 
that natural obstacles against the increase 
of population, combined with the new appli- 
ances yet to be found by science for support- 
ing life, may save the world from tne spectre 
of famine whose gaunt form he secs looming 
up in the distance. 

THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 

It cannot be denied that the speech made 
by Mr. Beltzhoover during the recent con- 
sideration of the bill fixing and defining the 
duties of the signal service was very much 
to the point. There has always been a 
peculiar triconsistency manifested in intrust- 
tion to one department matters that belong to 
another, and this is specially true of the War 
and Interior Departments. The management 
of the Indians, for instance, ought long ago to 
have been changed from the Interlor to the 
War Department, where it properly belongs, 
and it is even more appropriate and consist- 
ent that so much of the business of the Signa) 
Serviee Department as pertains to weather 
observations, forecasts, and storm-signaling, 
should be transferred from the War to the 
Interior Department, and that the enlisted 
men engaged in the signal service should be 
remanded to their proper duties and civilians 
of scientific attainments appointed to their 
places. There is no more connection be- 
tween weather observations and prognostica- 
tions and the army than there is between the 
work of the Supreme Court and the navy. 

The duties of the Weather Bureau are not 
martial, have nothing to do with drums, 
guns, and trumpets, or the horrid pomp of 
war, nor is it necessary that the observers of 
Nature should be kept at their work by mili- 
tary discipline. Enlisted men are not on 
that account specially endowed with the fac- 
ulty of forecastung weather, and since civil- 
lans can be obtained at the same and proba- 
bly at less expense to do the work there is 
no reason why they should not do it. To 
foretell a storm or blizzard or to register 
thermometrical and barometrical areas is not 
in the regulations of the War Department, 
and has nothing to do with them. What is 
wanted is scientific knowledge, and that 
knowledge is more likely to be found out of 
the army than init. The work of this bu- 
reau is the natural work of scholars and stu- 
dents. As Mr. Beltzhoover says: There 
are thousands of men competent,’and anx- 
ious, and willing to undertake the work of 
the Weather Bureau at the same compensa- 
tion now paid who will work for the love of 
science, who will watch Nature in her mar- 
velons moods because they earnestly 
desire to know her secrets.“ There 
can be no question that the Weather 
Bureau should be* in the hands of 
scientists and not of soldiers. It is clearly 
their work, and they would widen its area of 
usefulness to the commercial and agricult- 
ural interests of the country by redsdn of 
their superior knowledge. Upon the score 
of economy there is additional reason for the 
transfer. Our service, which does not give 
satisfaction, costs $1,550,000 per annum. The 
€nglish service, which has just as many sta- 
tions and gives satisfaction, costs $50,000! 

So far as Mr. Beltzhoover’s charges of cor- 
ruption are concerned, that is a matter for in- 
vestigation, and if they are sustained Gen. 
Hazen should be dismissed from his posi- 
tion. This. however, is not pertinent to the 
subject. The Weather Bureau of the service 
has not accomplished what it should. It has 
not given satisfaction. It is not regarded 
with confidence by the people. Its records 
are filled with mistakes and blunders, and 
this of itself is reason sufficient why it 
should be taken out of ita present hands and 
placed in those of competent scientific civil- 
lans. ö

and is said to be the finest illuminated munu- 
script in existence. The total collection, which 
comprises 4,000 volumes, would certainiy fetch 
more at auction than Lord Ashburnham 
asks for it. but he will not have the unique 
collection broken up. According to the gossips, 
It the Treasury declines bis o@er, the Earl will 
sell the collection either to the City of Ohicagu 
or to the German Government. Offers from 
both are said to bavo been received. 

WHISTLER’S JOKE. 

The irrepressible Mr. Whistler has opened to- 
day a collecuon of bis etchings in an apartment 
in Bond street which is gotten up in the most 
eccentric fashion ever seen. The walls are lined 
with white telt. and the chuirs, benches, and 
curtains are covered with yellow bang- 
urs. The attendants are also egwged 
out in yellow. The catalog, to be tbor- 
oughly in keeping, is made up of mock 
notices from the Times and the other London 
papers, intended to ridicule the critic. The 
whole affair is one of the most eiaborate 
jokes ever gotten up in London, but for a few 
days it will certainly attract crowds of amused 
sigbt-seers. The yellow color of the room is 
supposed to have been chosen by way of an 
allusion to the jaundiced critics who have so 
frequéntiy bandled the artist rudely, and the 
wossipe insist that Mr. Whistler himself may be 
expected t take bis place at the door next 
week as the yellow dwarf.”

LAWRENCEBURG, Iod., Feb. 17.—[(Special.]—It 
was 7 o'clock w Tus TRIBUNE reporter woke 
and looked gut of the windows of the junction 
depot. Tne situation seemed about the same, 
but the water bad fallen during the 
night thirteen inches, and the temper- 
ature was considerably lower—freezing 
in fact—and a stiff breeze biowing. 
Securing a rig THE TRIBUNE man got to the dry 


part of Lawrenceburg, in the new town, and 


commenced his investigations in company with 
Col. Cunningham, of Gebhard fame. We made an 
extended tour of this submerged city by means of 
askiff manned by a skilled waterman. A strong 
breeze, in conjunction with the current, made 
it very risky, but tho fates were kind. The first 
point visited was Germantown, the eastern sub- 
urb, which ig inundated to the depth of twenty 
feet. Immense damage has been done to the 
houses here, owing to the drifting in of millions 
of feet of lumber, swept down from the yards a 
few hundred feet above. Houses are capsized, 
broken to splinters, and a great many are car- 
ried away. entire suburb resembled a 
sort of of cornstalks, lumber, end 
débris of all , pertectly impossible. Iu the 
old town, part nearest the river, the dam- 
age can hardly be ascertained. 
COLLAPSED BUILDINGS. 

Several brick buildings have falien and col- 
lapsed. The iargest, a furniture wareroom of 100 
feet frontage, was in a demoralized condition. A 
large stove foundry molding- room has aleo 
fallen. All through the principal streets débris 
of all kinds ig tied up. Tue two story houses in 
this part of town seemed to have some oc- 
cupants, more or less, and appear far more 
cheerful today than before.

ICE GORGES AND HIGH WATER AT TOLEDO. 

ToLk DO. O., Feb. 17.—[{Special.]|—The fears of 
a great fiood on the Maumee, entertained here 
for some weeks, have been more than realized 
by the astonishing developments of today, sur- 
passing; as it has probabiy, anything of the kind 
ever witnessed in this section. Under the in- 
fluence of the warm weather and heavy rains 
the river began rising fast last evening, which 
continued through the night. This morning the 
worst was feared, and hasty, confused prepara- 
rations supplemented the precautions of several 
days.

DISCOURAGED INVENTOR. 


A FIRE-EBCAPR MAN FALLS FROM THE 
THIRD FLOOR TO THE GROUND. 

William MoCleilan met with a serious accident 
yesterday jnorning at the corner of Madison and 
Halsted streets while giving an  exhibi- 
tion of @ patent fire-escape. The escape 
consists of a brass tube twisted into 
a loop inthe middle. Through the tube runs a 
rope, and by tightenimge it the increased fric- 
tion in the tube is sufficient to support a weight 
of several hundred pounds. MoOlelian had ar- 
ranged to give an exhibition of the escape from 
the roof of the three-story bullding at the south- 
east corner of Madison and Halsted, and a 
large crowd had gathered to witness 
the test. He went to the tbird floor, 
raised the window, made one end of the ro 
fast to a swal!l wooden bumper screwed into the 
basebeard of the room behind a door, and 
dropped the other end out ofawindow.

Not more than three or four feet of the de- 
scent bad been accomplished when the bumper 
to which the rope was attached ve way, and 
the spectators who had been watching his move- 
ments with a good deal of interest were sud- 
denly horritied to see bim drop like a shot and 
strike beavily upona r in front of 
a clothing store, and when gave way under 
him fell to the walk, striking on his bead and 
shoulders. He was carried into a neighboring 
drug store and attended by several pbysicians, 
who thought be bad been fatally injured. The 
Desplaines street patrol was called, and Mc- 
Tlellan was takes to the covey Hospital, where 
it was ascertained that bis back and d were 
badly injured, and that be had been seriously 
hurt internally.

THK DEAD “SPORT.” 


JACK M’CORMICK LAID AWAY JUST AS HE 
WISHED TO BE, 

Jack McCormick, the best known and most 
thoroughly posted sporting man in the country, 
was buried yesterday afternoou in Rosen 
Cemetery by a numerous company of men of 
his kind. The ceremonies attending the jater- 
ment, by request of the deceased previous to his 
death, were most peculiar. Arrived at the 
grave, the male portion of his friends encircled 
it and watched the coffin lowered. When the 
gravedigger had sprinkled a shoveiful 
of earth on the coffin, amid pro- 
found silence, then every one around the 
grave was furnished with a glass of wine 
wuich was drunk to the memory of the deceased. 
Then Mr. Dunn, one of the pall-bearers, stepped 
bearer the grave and spoke as follows: 

“Frienps: The presence of death, the sol- 
emnity of the grave have ever been recognised 
even among uncivilized peoples by some rite or 
service according to their custom. In this in- 
stance our departed friend expressly requested 
that no religious rites should be performed over 
his remains, and as the new religion of reason 
and philosophy. of which be was a believer, has 
uo prescribed rites, 1 may de brief 
and candid. We have placed 
bosom of his great and 
mother the rematas of a true child of Nature, 
once our friend—a man of brilliant parts and 
nobility of character, notwitbstand bis mis- 
direction and waste of splendid talents. He 
laid aside as a worthiess bauble the most beauti- 
ful of ali poets’ dreams—the doctrine of immur- 
tuality—because he would not have his sinking 
spirit buoyed up by fiction, for he believed in no 
future life beyond the grave.

The Views of a Man in the Trade.

produced in evidence in Youngstown during 
the litigation growing out of the attempt of 
Ayer to get control of the works. He controlled 
a majority of the stock of the corporation, and 
the holders of the minority fought him, and re- 
tained possession for about nine months. Joe 
Brown bad left the firm, and was running the 
mill at South Chicago. Ayer had been getting 
iron from Youngstown, but, as was claimed, toid 
the folks there that be 
DIDN’T WANT ANY MORE IRON 
from them, intending to get his stock from 
South Chicago. So the firm of Hale, Cleveland 
& Bonnell was started in Chicago, and the 
Youngstown people coutracted to deliver their 
product to them. When Ayer found this out he 
set to work to smash the arrangement, and.with 
Joe Brown, bougbt the stock§of Richard Brown 
and most of that of Thomas Brown, and Ayer 
subsequently purchased the interest of Joe 
Brown. Haviug secured a majority of the 
shares, the Directors got together and annulied 
the contract with Hale, Cleveland & Bonvell, 
and made a new one with Joha V. Ayer's Sons. 
Matters ran along until the annual meeting in 
January. 1879, when George W. Hale and the 
minority stockholders bdeid a meeting and 
elected Directors.

The strongest of the opposition lines at pres-

Yesterday I saw Mr. A. W. Beard, President 
of the Postal. “ We mean,” be said, “to de- 
serve and to earn the good-will that hitherto 
has gone to the Mutual Union. Our line to 
Cleveland will open this. week, and to Chicago 
before Maron 1. The advantage we have over 
the other opposition companies is io the fact 
that we have somethmg different from the 
Western Union system, and something vastly 
better. The Rapid uses (sometimes) perforated 
paper; we use insuiatedink. Our method ex- 
tends to all brauch offices; whereas the 
Rapid is forced to resort to the Morse 
metbod. The enormous conductivity 
of our wire, toa, eaabies us to 
telephone to Chieago—to 8 to that city in 
audible voice. To operate ordinary wire 400 
miles takes a battery of about seventy ceils; we 
do the same over our wire with a little battery 
of four cetis. Oursingle wire to Chicage bas cost 
about $170,000; the common wire costs about 
$50,000. But we use the Leggo automatic and 
Gray harmonie system, so that we can handic 
2 006 words a minute on each wire in opposit di- 
rections. Two of our wires will have greater 
capacity than a line of sixty iron wires worked 
with the Morse instruments. Our wire offers 
only one-tenth the resistance of the ordinary 


ire. %

THE OLD HOME OF COROT, 

whose pictures have been constantly before us 
in the beautiful country through which we have 
been riding. I picked some leaves of emerald- 
green from the garden of the house; for even 
ut this season the grass and shrubs are every- 
where green. The bouse itself is primitive, but 
so refined in appearance, although one cannot 
toll why. It is built of the stone so generally 
used here, and covered with light stucco. The 
side of the dwelling faces the road, and the 
front opening is on a little court, as is the cus- 
tom in this locality. Although Corot's late 
bome is right in the village, yet, it being situ- 
ated in a sort of valley, to which a road 
with a flight of stone steps leuds, unless stand- 
ing near these steps it cannot be seen.

The walls are cov- 
ered with them: soft, dreamy, pictures, others 
brightened with sunshine, gleaming waters, and 
forests’ gioom; for, like Diaz, Corot knew how to 
interpret Nature in all her Phases, and how to 
dip his pencil in her tenderest hues. In opposi- 
won to these pleasant memories, however, 
across from the house, on a little plot of gtound, 
stands an ugly, giaring, white monument, erect-

NEW ORLEANS. 


As Viewed by a Chicagoan—The French 
Market and Canal Street—The Carni- 
vai-—Out on the shell Road. 
For The Tribune.)—Two nights of Tonhetic 


gray morning by a dusky gobiin of a porter, 
murmuring Breakfast!“ in answer to which 
summons we creep half-wakened, like guilty 
things, out into the twilight to cheerless boards 
in some nameless spots; one day and a half of 
tossing to and fro ia a restiess search for com- 
fort—and we find ouselves in Old Louisiana, ap- 
proaching the Crescent City, the cradle of the 
Carnival. We have left behind vast oeypress- 
swamps, with au eternal drapery of wo, and 
shrouded in gray wreaths of the morning fog. 
Only the pencil of a Doré could transiate the 
melancholy grandeur of this scene to a language 
of lines. A number of cotton-fields are passed, 
whose white tufts lingering on the bushes have 
an extraordinary, specious appearance, as-who 
should say. Touch us not—we have been mu- 
cliaged on for this vecasion only.” In the rice- 
fields it was evidently not dinner-time, there be- 
ing no indications of pudding, and not even a 
cold croquet appeared to grace the scene. 

Arriving on Sunday morning in New Orleans— 
a city, by the way, not in the least oppressed by 
Puritanical Sabbath laws—a stranger who de- 
sires to make the most of his time will do well 
to drive at once to the celebrated French Mar- 
ket, the most cosmopolitan spot in town, where 
he will be elbowed and jostied about by all sorts 
and conditions of men and women, of all races, 
colors, and kinds, from blue-eyed sons of Thor, 
through all the types, down to negroes, Indians, 
possibly a Turk or two, Israelites “in whom 
there is no guile,” and Chinamen who dave 
kinaly but firmiy refused to “go.” If, on leay- 
ing, our traveler's head is not too confused by 
a jumble of Indian, French patois, Hebrew, 
and Chinese, he will observe with pleasure 
Canal street, whose broad-gage car-tracks are 
laid with reference to convenience and safety, 
and whose system of electric lights must needs, 
if be bea Chicagoan and not a graven im- 
age, put himto the blush.

Out of the jam which follows we 
wildered, only realizing that somehow nicht has 
melted into day, and Mardi-Gras is upon us, 
with mirth and mischief rippii all the air; 
with gorgeous pageants of Rex, of Funny Phor- 
ties. and Momus. If Mardi-Gras was originally 
only something to laugh at, it is now something 
to study, and oonsequently a meaas of educa- 
tion as weil as a source of pleasure. A series of 
artisticaliy-constructed tableaux, representing 
the Moors in Spain, was given Tuesday night by 
Momus; anda more charming spectacie it is 
difficult to imagine—the closing picture, The 
Last Sigh of the Moor,” crowning them all with 
ite tender beauty. Another night of revelry, 
when beauty and chival bow before their 
chosen regeuts, and Ash- Wednesday places its 
cold fetters upon fevered puises, the curtain 
fails, and the Carnival is over.

THE SUNDRY CIVIL. 
A HIDING-PLACE FOR MANY A JOB—SOME 
OF ITS CLAUSES. 

Wasninoton, D. G., Feb. 17.—The Sundry 
Civil Appropriation bill was completed and 
given into the hands of the printer at a late 
hour tonight. to be ready for the House Monday 
morning. The total amount recommended is 
about $24,000,000, 

The bill contains a clause repealing the Pre- 
emption law and appropriating money for de- 
tecting and preventing fraudulent entries of 
land. The Homestead law is not affected by the 
repeal of the Preémption law. Facts before the 
committee showed that the abuses which re- 
sulted in this repeal have been carried to an ex- 
tent which has, in some instances, resulted in 
patenting to speculating parties of as bigù as 
40,000 acres of land. In one instance in Dakota 
one wan alone bas taken up 17,000 acres. 
= The committee added $100,000 to the amount 
in the originai bill for the United States geolor- 


ical survey, making the sum recommended 
$250,000. 


For the expenses of the tenth census $100,000 
was allowed in the bill. 

The $10,000 fh the bill for a National Board of 
Heaith was struck out, and the signai-service 
appropriation was considerably cut down. The 
amount asked for signal reports from the cot- 
ton- beit was struck out on the ground that it 
was of value only for speculative purposes.

NAVAL GOLD LACE, 
EFFORTS TO INTRODUCE IT INTO THE 
ACTUAL BUSINESS OF NAVIGATION. 
Wasurnorton, D. C., Feb. 17.—(Special.)—The 
reports of the heads of the different bureaus in 


the Treasury Department, which Secretary 


Chandler proposes to transfer to the Navy De- 


partment, have just been printed, Ali take 


strong grounds in opposition to a change. 
Supervising-Inspector-General Dumont, of 
the Steamboat Inspection Service, says: 
apply the theories and practices of the navy 
would destroy all that there is left of the mer- 
chant marine of the country. What the prac- 
tice of the navy would be may be iuferred from 
citing the fact obtained from the last annual 
report of the Secretary, wherein be shows that 
the cost of repairs for labor and material only 
on the thirty-eight availiable vessels of 
the navy was $2,923,319, or an average 
tor each vessel of $77,063. I respectfully 
asserts that, to compel the mercbant marine to 
a proportionate extravagance, would bankrupt 
every owner of a merchant steamer in the 
United States. Another strong objection to the 
a change from the Treasury to the Navy 
partment is that it would subject licensed of- 
ficers of steam vessels to a technical and im- 
practical examination; that a large number of 
them could not pase, thouꝝnu hav superior 
— 4 qualificauuns for the prof n 
ave been following, and baving in the past 
largely contributed to the support of the in- 
service. It is A well- 
fact that of the dest 
peor and engi in the country 
aving charge of the finest merchant steamers 
running, are illiterate in everything pertaining 
to educational or theoretical knowledge, though 
having what is far better for the bus their 
licenses authorize them to pursue—namely: an 
education in the practical Knowledge of their 
profession probably never yet attained by any 
naval officer educated at Annapolis: nor could 
any naval officer obtain the position of one of 
these men upon a merchant steamer, even 
though he should offer to perform the duties for 
50 per cent of the salaries these men re- 
ceive. The ority of engineers in ‘the 
merchant steam marine service obtain 
their practical knowledge of the steam 
engine end boilers while working, in many cases 
day and nigbt, as firemen or oilers on steam ves- 
sels, depending on their wages to support them- 
selves and families, therefore having no spare 
time to devote to the study of the principles and 
theories of the machinery whose practical work- 
ings have become to them familiur as house- 
hold words. Under such circumstances it can- 
not be expected of them that they should pass 
as rigid examinations in theories as would be 
properly required of graduates of the Naval 
Academy, who are educated, clothed, and fed at 
the public expense. Except for dress parade,jthe 
actical engineers of the steam merchant serv- 
ce of the United States are in no way inferior to 
their mo bighly educated brethren of the 
navy in b dling the machinery and boilers in- 

trusted to them.

MATT CARPENTER. 


The Only Newspaper interview of His 
Entire Lite. . 

Wasurveton, D. C., Feb. 11.— [New York 
World.] —A writer in the Sunday Herald 
tells how Matt Carpenter invited the only 
newspaper interview to which he ever sub- 
mitted. Carpenter had been disappointed 
when Angus Cameron was sent to the Sen- 
ate, it having been Carpenter’s ambition 
to sit in that body. After his de- 
feat de settled down to law- practice 
here. His political ambition was roused 
again when the time came for the election of 
a successor to Mr. Howe, now Postmaster- 
General. Carpenter had not been in Wis- 
consin for three years. His health would 
not permit his making a personal canvass of 
the State, so determining to place himself 
as a candidate before the Legislature through 
a newspaper interview he sent for the writer 
of the present sketch. The writer found 
Carpenter pacing his office in high humor 
pulling at a huge cigar. His partner, Coleman, 
who was posted on Wisconsin politics, was 
presentin the capacity of brakeman. Car- 
penter sony te saying: I want you to sit 
down there an@ ask me a few leading ques- 
tions. Don’t pin me down too close. Ilwant 
an opportunity to talk tothe people of Wis- 
consin in my own way. If you ask mea 
question I don’t want to answer I don’t want 
that question to appear. I want you to write 
down carefully every word of my answers. 
Then I must have the opportunity of revis- 
ing the manuscript afterwards,” 

An assent was made to all of these propo- 
sitions, and then the interview. began. Car- 
penter would start off in a brilliant, sarcastic, 
happy way, only to be stopped by Mr. Cole- 
man saying: “ For God’s sake, Matt, don’t 
say that!

1ardly an answer that was not changed at 
least a half-dozen times. When it came to 
the financial question Carpenter threw 
up his hands in despair.

A LONDON FOG. 


Darker than Cloudy Midnight at Mid- 
day. 

LONDON, Jan. 9).—During five of the last seven 
days the city bas been enswathed in a dark and 
paipable combination of mist and smoke which 
is known to the technical as a London fog. Busi- 
ness is benumbed by it, and for several days 
vehbicies have not been able to move in the 
streets. On Monday last a gentleman and his 
wife started from the Strand in a hansom cab to 
come tomy house, a distance of three anda 
alf miles. Cab-drivers are supposed to know 
the city thoroughly, ana they do. But my 
friends, after enduring the anxiety and extreme 
tension which necessarily accompanies moving 
in an almost opaque atmospbere for an hour, 
found themselves on the bank of the Thames, 
near the Tower of London, having increased the 
distance ir destination two and a half 
miles. Being near a cab-stand, they discharged 
this driver and employed another. After tnree 
bours of attempt to return to their hotel they 
drove against a red-light danger signal, which 
was to protect migratory citizens against a deep 
excavation in the street. Fortunately the pole 
and lamps bad been piaced thirty feet from the 
pit, otherwise horse, and cab, and occupants 
would have bad a slim chance of escaping death, 
for the light was not seen, so dense was the fog, 
until the horse ran against it. Thecabman now 
refused to risk his life and that of his norse in 
attempting to move in any direction; said he 
would make no charge for bis services so far, 
which is the most conclusive possibie evidence 
of his earnestuess, and would tie bis borse to the 
back of his vehicle until the fog lifted. Leay- 
ing bim to bis cheeriess waiting, my friends 
found near-by a saloon, or, as it is Known here, 
a pus,“ which the same is an abbreviation of 
public house. 

They found that thev were in Northwest Lon- 
don, far from their place or mine; but, fort- 
unately, near the house of an acquaintauce. Al- 
though the friend lived in the next street, they 
had to employ two men with torches to lead 
them, the mist being so dense that the torches 
had to be heid so closely to the persons con- 
ducted that dropping embers ruined the dress of 
the lady. Thus che befogged ones, after tive 
hours of effort, neither gotto my house nor to 
their own, and this, too, in the daytime. Sev- 
eral montis ago there was formed a society of 
scientists who — gage to discover some means 
by which fog could be dissipated. Their efforts 

ave not been attended by success as yet, nor 
have they given to the world any statements of 
the nature of their plans, ur of the results ob- 
tained. Although I have always been able to 
make my way through its torturous streets and 
misieading aileya with safety, if not with ease, 
there is nothing short of dire necessity that 
would induce me to go out of the bouse when 
London puts on ber impenetrabie veil, and even 
its cab horses yet lost. 

The electric light has been found to be utter- 
ly useless, and the strong rays of a 50,000-candie 
power Brush lamp have lost their penetrative 
power and been dulied almost before they left the 
carbon. Looking out from the Window as I write 
across the narrow street, where there is usually 
a briliiantiy-lighted shop, or store as 1 shovid 
say in America, which frequently casts shadows 
into the room, although I know that a hundred 
gus-jets are shining there now, I can see 
nothing. It would be indeed a triumph for si- 
ence and a blessing for Loudon it the fogs could 
be made to disappear. I have said that business 
was benumbed, many branches of trade brought 
to an absolute standstill, o&Mnibuses, trams 
(street gars, hackney-cvaches, and bansom cabs 
are withdrawn. the streets are deserted, and the 
silence of midnigbt rests upon the city at the 
hours when it is usually most active. At might 
the condition is even worse. The theatres are 
deserted; the restaurants and other places uf 
public resort are without patrons, and tho 

, Uafortunate waytarer. groping in the dark, 
rarely reaches his destination and frequently 
spencs the night in the streets, not knowing 
where to turn or where to move iu safety. Ou 
such a night the thieves take advantage of the 
darkness to breaa into the windows of jewelry 
stores and bag their contents, assured tnat es- 
cape will be easily made, Instances are not 
rare of ple bemę run over and killed in the 
streets by reason of the carelesness of drivers, 
who are forced to be out, through their inability 
to guard against such accidents. The mortuary 
Statistics of London sho such foys as this 
cost more lives than did the recent war in Egy 
imagine if you can darkness sbutting upon 
Cleveland at midday, a darkness su dense that 
street cars cannot be run in Prospect street, and 
that one might be lost in making his way from 
the Kennard House to the Weddell house—out 
of whose thick veil would rise every now and 
then one crying out for beip in a wiiderness of 
intense darkness, and then you will have ob- 
ey some idea of the condition of London to-

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Plans Prepared for Armour and 
Kent’s Enormous Office 
Building. 


A Dull Market—Building Permits 
and Transfers—Suburban 
Notes. 


The New Armour and Kent Office« 
ng. 


have charge of construction, and Messrs. Burn- 
ham &§ Root, architects, Tun Trinune is this 
morning enabled to present a complete descri 
tion of the magnificent offiee-buiiding that 
be erected for Mr. P. D. Armour and Mr. 8. A, 
Kent on the lot just south of the new Board of 
Trade Building. All sorts ot rumors regarding 
this new structure have been afloat, and have 
been published in the public press, but until 
the exact pians for the building have not 
en fully decided upon, and consequently all 
previous descriptions were wrong. The lot 
which it will occupy is 175 feet on Van Buren 
street and 142 feet on both Sberman street 
and Pacific avenue, and its shape will be 
three sides of a quadrilateral, the open end be- 
ing on Van Buren street. The open court in- 
closed by these three arms is faced entireiy 
with licht enamel-faced brick, aff ording excel- 
lent light; and thé north wall of the building. 
which is separated from the new Board of Trade 
by a thirty-foot alley, is also of glazed brick, to 
contorm with the south wall of the north build- 
ing. The Van Buren street, Sherman street, and 
Pacific avenue fronts will be of dark quarry- 
faeed stone, laid in large blocks, in the base- 
ment and first and second stories. The third 
story is of brick and stone, and the rest of the 
front, with the exception of the eleventh and 
twelfth stories, will be of brick, broken by put 
one bana of cut stone. Stone bands will recur 
in the eleventh and twelfth stories. 

Architecturally the building, which will be 
twelve stories and basement in hight, and will 
be the tallest structure Of the kind in the coun- 
try, is treated in three principal divisions--a 
base of stone, comp the basement and 
two lower stories, large pilasters resting upon a 
plinth in the eleventh and tweitth stories, sur- 
mounted by gray stone capitals in the tenth 
story. and a cornice Which embraces the 
eleventh and twelfth stories. 

In construction, the building will be abso- 
lutely fre- proof, being built not only of incom- 
Dustible materials, but having all the iron beams 
and columns inclosed im terra cotta. The 
light partitions between the several offices 
will be in every case of bollow tiles, and no metal 
work inside or out will be ex d wo the possi- 
bie action of fire. There will be six elevators 
in the building, located iu qa very large lobby on 
the north front, and from this lobby bridges of 
iron will lead to the severai floors of the Board 
of Trade Building. Each room in the building 
will be supplied with a firé-prooft vault. 

In the subdivision of the building the utmost 
latitude will be permissible, the building being 
so designed that all of the partitions can 
be omitted until the entire structure 
is otherwise complete, and then the 
can de located to suit: the convenience 
of tenaots. Each office will have au open fire- 
place and an ample water supply. Special care 
will be taken that In beating the offices indirect 
radiation is used in addition to the ueual direct 
system—fresh warm air being supplied to each 
room by fans. Just bow many offices the struct- 
ure will contain cannot now be told, but the 
number will probably not fall short of 350, rang - 
ing from 18 by 27 feet to by 27 feet. 

e basement will contain offices, and the 
vaults of the Safety Deposit Company will oc- 
cupy a portion of building. These will be 
large and commodious, and wil be protected 
from fire and bDurgiars by every process known 
to science. 

As yet none of the contracts for construction 
have been let, but they will be in a few weeks, 
and as soon as possibile the necessary excavating 
will be begun. The structure will be ready for 
occupancy dy May 1, 1884. 


Bad Weather aud a Dull Market. 

“ As long as we are afflicted with the kind of 
weather we had for a week past,” said a Wash- 
ington street real-estate dealer yesterday 
afternoon, “it is not =probable that 
you wil have much of interest to 
communicate through the columns of 
your paper on our line of business. There have 
been no transactions in inside property; and 
even if we owned skiff’ to take customers about 
the suburbs we would not be able to show them 
anything of a satisfactory character, for there is 
very little real estate visible above water.

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The leading produce markets were active and 
excited on Saturday. The excitement was un- 
usually intense. Prices did not advance 80 
much as on some previous days; but the fact 
that they advanced at all after so much of an 
upward jump that everybody. looked for a 
brenk was itselr an evidence of great strength 
The chief point in the situation was the fear 
that ttf@’wheat crop will be injured by the freeze 
succeeding the floods. This idea gained pos- 
session in New York, and was the cause of nu- 


merous buying orders being sent here 
for other stuff’ as well as wheat. 80 
many telegrams came here announcing 
that New York had news of irretrievadle 


damage in the West as to raise the suspicion 
that somebody was manipuiating the markets 
for a purpose, especially as the Western tele- 
grams were, some of them, of opposit tenor. 
The excitemeht even extended into oats, which 
again touched the 40c mark they have so rarely 
seen on a specie basis. The British markets 
were quoted much stronger all round, with 
some more bullish advicesin regard to wheat 
than any that have been received heretofore 
this season. A good many shorts were forced 
to cover by the lively calls for margins, which 
flew thick as leaves in autumn from the offices 
of the iongs on the various deals. 

In the afternoon the markets were generally 
lower, May selling at $18.72% for pork, $11.80 for 
lard, $1.16% for wheat, and @Xcforcorn. The 
lower prices were favored by the report that a 
business embarrassment, noted elsewhere, was 
complicated witn’speculation on the sbort side 
of produce. 

Provisions were active and strong. with more 
steadiness. Pork advanced 70, lard 5c, and 
short ribs lic, the average closings being 20 
below the top prices of the session, at 8168.72 
or May pork, $11.80 bid for May lard, and 80.97 
bid tor May ribs. Liverpool reported an ad- 
vance of 6d in lard and meats, and the 
local bog market was stronger. These fact 
caused product to sell upa littie early in 
morning, but it soon fell back, as bol dert were 
glad of the chance to seil, and embraced it 
vigorously. The offerings were all taken, how- 
ever, and then the market went up in sympathy 
with the strength in grain, though the later 
trading was largely in changes from one month 
to another. Tne quotations show that meats 
were much the strongest. The cause was said 
to bea brisk Southern demand partly to take 
the place of meatsnow under water in Onio. 
One lot of 1,000,000 changed hands at $9.97% for 
May delivery. The packing of this city since 
the close of October is estimated to inciude 
2,374,000 hogs, against 2,310,000 to same time a 
year ago, and 2,625,000 to do in 1881. 

Flour was moderately active for Saturday. 
There was an increased export demand, and in 
some cases limits were raised, but generally for- 
eign buyers could not touch the market, which 
may be quoted We higher than a week ago. 
Bran and other millistuffs were firm. 

Wheat was active and very much unsettled at 
ahigher range. The market declined , early 
in the day, thea advance 1%c, and receded, 
closing e above the latest prices of Fri- 
day, at $111% for March and $1.17% for 
May. The British advices noted a further ad- 
vance of 6d per quarter, and New York 
was very strong, with reports that the half 
has not been told in regard to the 
English crop failure, and that the winter-wheat 
crop in the West is ruined by the frost which bas 
followed the floods of last week. As above 
noted, the latter reports eame from the seaboard, 
and were accompanied by buymg orders. The 
West also was buying, and the increased demand 
scared the scalping element, which had been 
selling during previous days of the week on the 
theory that every rise is followed by a fall. But 
the market does not even up soon enough this 
time to suit their ideas of safety, and they had 
to sell at a loss. Some people thought they saw 
signs of the “yellow wagon” in the deal. The 
meagre offerings of car lots were quoted higher, 
in sympathy with futures. 

Corn was active and strong, advancing ic, and 
closing 4@c above the latest prices of Friaay, 
at 58%c for March and 63\%c bid for May. Liver- 
pool reported the unusual advance of 186 per 
quarter, and our receipts were small. There 
was no special furry of news from the West in 
reward to corn, but the prospect was not good 
for liberal receipts during the next six weeks. 
This, and the strength in wheat, probably in- 
duced the filling of a respectabie line of March 
shorts by parties who had been connected with 


the January deal, and that influenced 
a sharp demand for May, in sym- 
pathy with wheat. Towards the close 


the volume of offerings increased, as 
some sellers were afraid to trust the market till 
Monday. There was a much better shipping de- 
mand for rejected, which advanced fully 2e, 
while other grades sold up only about Io. It 
was supposed that the colder weather led to 
more confidence in the keeping qualities of the 
lower grades. 

Oats were firm in sympathy with the other 
grain markets, prices advancing %@Xc and 
closing strong at about the top figure. Trading 
was activé, with May as the favorit. though a 
good business was done in other futures. Spot 
sales were light, No. 2 selling at 40@40\%c. Seller 
July sold at 414%@42c. Samples were in demand 
and correspondingly higher. 

Rye was quiet for spot and futures outside of 
May delivery, while in the latter more trading 
was done than on any day for a year, 135,000 by 
being soid for tnat month, three or four promi- 
nent commission firms here being the buyers, 
the price advancing from 73%c, the closing 
figure of Friday, to 74%c. No. 2 spot sold at 66c. 
March sold at 67c; and was held at 680 at the 
close. April was nominally ch. Samples scarce 
and higher. 

Barley was quiet, with a nominal market for 
store lots, No. 2 being quotable at 840, and 
No.3 at 530. Samples were quiet and easier. 

Dry goods remain quiet, with prices nominally 
steady. There is also a continued absence of 
activity in the boot and shoe, clothing, and 
millery goods markets. Groceries are meeting 
with a fair demand, and most lines show firm- 
ness. Dried fruits continue active, and a liberal 
demand for fish and canned goods is also re- 
ported, Butter was dull, and low and medium 
grades were weak. Cheese was quoted firm 
under light offerings. Dealers in oils reported a 
duli market. Coal was in demand at full prices.
